He should be 
quieted and effort made to re- 
move any irritant that can be 
reached by such means as are at 
hand. Great care must be exer- 
@ised not to allow anyone to 
touch, the wound with germ- 
Jaden hands or articles. Espe- 
cially must the patient be kept 
from putting his fingers on the 
trouble for he is sure to have 
been handling things from the 
ground. Soil and blood can be 
removed with Sterile gauze or 
cotton or a bit of soft old linen. 
Hot compresses are prescribed to 
assist Nature in carrying off the 
effect of the hemorrhage. The 
eye may be irrigated with a boric 
acid solution and_an atropine in- 
stillation will desensitize the 
ergan as well as relax the ten- 
sion.

"y"HE next injury to be dread- 
ed is severe bleeding, which 
will frighten and cause shock, 
even if not dangerous. Every one 
should ow how to apply a 
torniquet between the wound and 
. the heart. Compresses applied 
very firmly to the wound will 
gid'in stopping the flow. I have 
seeh youngsters well trained in 
first aid who had the courage 
to pull a gaping wound together 
wi an ordinary needle and 
thread. Don’t fail to commend 
your Scout troops for the excel- 
lent training they give in the 
gare of accidents.

posure to the wind, dust and 
sun when the skin has not been 
adequately protected. If your 
wrinkles and sagging muscles 
result from the first tause—un- 
dernourishment—you must give 
yourself treatments to improve 
your health first of all. “Under- 
nourishment? *is caused by 1e- 
ducing too rapidly when yuu 
have not dieted intelligently. If 
you know the coa@reened skin 
and wrinkles are Caused by e¢x- 
posure, then @ive your attention 
to protecting your skin so it will 
gradually improve. 

After you have taken any nec- 
essary steps for improving the 
underlying causes you can hast- 
en the reconstruction of your 
skin by local treatments with 
seftening muscle oils and rich 
creams. Here is one muscle oil 
that you can make at home at 
ver” little cost. It is good both 
for refining the skin and smooth- 
ing away the wrinkles. 

In a small granite 
mix eight tablespoons of. olive 
o., four tablespoons of finely 
shaved cocoa butter and two ta- 
blespoons of toilet lanoline. Set 
the saucepan into a pan of boil- 
ing water until the ingredients 
have melted. Remove and pour 
the otl into a clean bottle. Add 
two ounces of rose water and 
cork the bottle, them shake it 
vigorously until the oils and 
liquids are thoroughly emulsified. 
Let it settle a few minutes. then 
repeat the shaking until the 
preparation is cold when it is 
ready to use. 

Use this treatment at night or 
during the day when you have 
a little extra time. Cleanse the 
skin thoroughly first with a fine 
cleansing cream, then with a 
pure, mild soap and tepid water. 
Rinse with warm water, pat dry 
and pat the muscle oil gener- 
ously all over the skin, massag- 
ing especially over the areas 
where the lines occur. If you 
have crow’'s feet, plant the fore- 
fingers of one hand on the cheek- 
bone and the thumb on ‘the 
other temple and stretch the 
skin upward at the outer corner 
of the eye. With the finger of 
your opposite hand, massage 
more of the oil into the stretch- 
ed portion of the skin with a 
gentle rotary motion from the 
inner corner to the outer corner 
of your eye. 

Next release the skin and do 
a gay little tap dance, gently but 
rapidly over the wrinkled area 
with the first two fingers of your 
right hand. Use the same meth- 
od of massage for vertical lines 
over the nose. Lifting massage 
movements, and rotary massage 
movements from the center of 
your forehead outward to your 
temples will help you iron away 
the lines in your brow. 

After your massage, apply a 
little more oil and let it remain 
on your skin about ten minutes 
then remove with pads of cot- 
ton saturated in skin tonic. Now 
wrap a lump of ice in a piece 
of clean gauze and massage for 
five minutes, remembering to 
follow the up and out lines. Use 
this treatment daily until your 
skin is free from lines and 
wrinkles and then use it once 
weekly to keep your skin toned 
and firm. Protect your skin 
against further drying and 
wrinkling by using a foundation 
preparation or one of the sun- 
tan ois. 

I have found by experimenta- 
tion under the most trying ocn- 
ditions that the suntarf oils make 
an excellent foundgtion for use 
under your powder—even though 
you do not expect to be exposed 
to the sun.

PICNIC MENUS 
FOR AN OUTING

HAT satisfaction there is in 

a meal out-of-doors, especial- 
ly if you choose a spot in the 
open, far away from crowds and 
oll the noise and confusion of 
the city. Whether you choose 
the seashore, the mountains, or 
just open country—ithese 
always bring a certain feeling of

peace and contentment. 
You may like to prepare a 
picnic luncheon to take away 


with you on your trip-—or you 
may live to prepare your mca, 
out-of-doors. The latter can be 
a great deal of fun. To most 
people, preparing a meai in the 
open is more exciting than doing 
it ina stuffy kitchen. Then, too, 
your picnic might be planned in 
a hurry so that you naven't the 
tyme for much preparation be- 
forehand. These impromptu pic- 
nics generally turn out to be the 
most fun of all. : 
Salads and Sandwiches 

Salads and sandwicnes always 
have their place in a picnic lunch 
—whether it is a lunch prepared 
at home or out-of-doors. In 
making the picnic salad up at 
home, care should taken that it 
is very cold to start out and 
carried in a tightly covered con- 
tainer. It is preferable to carry 
the lettuce or salea_ greens 
wrapped in waxed paper, in a 
separate container. And, of 
course, the sandwiches should be 
carefully. wrapped in waxed 
paper and a damp cloth. Spread- 
ing the bread with mayonnaise 
is another precaution against 
having dried, unappetizing sand- 
wiches. 

If you are to prepare your 
salad or sandwiches out-of-doors, 
canned yoods will come in very 
handy. A soup, a Salad, some 
canned or fresh fruit, a few 
cookies, and a coo] drink make 
an easily prepared and suitable 
meal. To two tablespccng may- 
ernaise add one-half cup spiced 
fickle, finely chopped and one- 
half cup peanut butter and 
blend thoroughly.

nakés one cup of sandwich fill- 
ing. 

Deviled Eggs 

For deviled eggs cut six hard- 
oiled eggs in half lengthwise.

For Today

‘Socrates’ Eastman, New 
Co-ordinator . . Britain’s 
Neglected Composer 


Jones B. EASTMAN, who was 
recently appointed Federal 
Co-ordinator of Transportation, 
by President Roosevelt is known 
as a “Socrates” among railroad 
men. 

Since 1919 when he became 2 
member of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, Mr. Eastman 
has been both a thorn and a 
blessing to those who served with 
him. “The dissenting commis- 
sioner,” his 2ollegues and others 
who came before the com. ssion 
bave dubbed him. Dis‘ingv.-rd 
witnesses gf a hundied Tea. 
who came to Wasalneten vo 
testify befo.e the comnuissie2 
weren't particular.y irapressed 
with the ymingish-'cok-ny man 
Who sat ateye tauem iwiadling an 
erase. until he dropped into tne 
learned testimony an secasional 
statistical bomb, which more 
cften than not, expl-ded wiih w 
bang that made fols«s sit up ara 
take notice. 

“Socrates” Eastman nas & fpe- 
culiar faculty for see<ing traci, 
so the least that ca. be expectdd 
of hit in his new :osition, is an 
honest job. His manner isn’t ea- 
actly irritating to the sophist:- 
eated raflroad moguls. He doesn t 
try to direct his questions at an 
individual 'so much as he tries to 
get at the.bottom of a problem 
under consideration, which he 
assumes both he and the witness 
are trying to solve. 

Mr. Eastman was doubtlessly 
the most socialistic commissioner 
every appointed to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and his 
notions may be traced back to 
the South End House, a Boston 
welfare organization, which he 
joined aftér he was graduated by 
Amherst College in 1904. He was 
for yed#rs secretary of thie Public 
Franchise League of Boston, 
whose membership included such 
distinguished names as Justice 
Louis D. Brandeis, FE. A. Filene. 
of department store fame, Dean 
Roscoe Pound, of Harvard and 
others. 

Before going to Washington, 
Mr. Eastman served with the 
Public Service Commission of 
Massachusetts. The time devoted 
to this type of work crowded 
from his life his desire to become 
a lawyer. Instead of law he 
learned public economics and he 
developed the radical idea that 
public utilities should be owned, 
or at least controlled, by the 
public. 

To railroad men and capital- 
ists, of course, the idea of public 
cwnership is treason. 

At fifty, Joseph B. Eastman 
remains a bachelor, living with a 
sister in half of a double, neatly 
constructed brick house on the 
outskirts of Washington. He 
walks to his office Caily, since he 
owns no automobile. He loves to 
work at his work, often staying 
at his office desk until 10:30 at 
night. He shuns all public func- 
tions. His greatest hobby is a 
discussion on the intricate prob- 
lems of some industry, then his 
eyes glow and he forgets he is a 
busy man. ; 

* s * 
Fo the past thirty-five years, 

a totally blind and partially 
paralysed old man has lived in 
a litle white house near the 
Fotest of Fontainebleau, in 
France. He is Frederick Delius, 
Great. Britain’s greatest living 
and probably most neglected 
composer, now seventy-one years 
old. 

Born at Bradford, Yorkshire of 
German parents, Frederick Deli- 
us early developed a musical 
temperament and played the 
violin fairly well, Although he 
showed signs of genjus, his par- 
ents were determined that he 
follow a commercial career. But 
his distaste for business .was so 
strong that at twenty, he left 
home and established himself as 
an orange planter in Florida. 
There he devoted most of his 
time to music, leaving the plan- 
tation to be run by his negroes. 
He had only books on the theory 
of music and the musical scores 
of the great masters with which 
{o educate himsélf, but he was 
given considerable assistance by 
the American organist, Thomas 
F. Ward. 

When his planting venture 
failed after several years, Delius 
returned to Europe to study at 
the Conservatory at Leipzig, 
Germany. There he came under 
the influence of Greig, and some 
of his early compositions re- 
flected this influence. He wrote 
Several operas and tone poems 
and by 1910 was widely recog- 
nized, but it was noticed that 
many of his important works 
were not performed for several 
years. 

As an instance is his “Song of 
the Hills,” which was written in 
1911, but not heard until 1920. 

Delius is a solitary figure in 
modern music. He cannot be 
classed with any given school. 
His music is very picturesque and 
his. opera ‘“Koanga’’ reflects 

lorida as does his “Appalachia” 
refiect the virgin forests and 
mighty waters of Amerita. Com- 
menting once on his laek of re- 
cognition in England, Delius 
said: “England has a predilection 


for mediocrity. Emotion isn’t 
likely by them. It isn’t good 
form.” :
